Disk storage space for the CAMS production data base was 
successfully reallocated last weekend. The results of real- 
locating disk space and redistributing the data base were so 
successful in reducing disk arm contention that CAMP ROD, a 
GIM-II job, is running 30% more transactions each day and on- 
line responses are better. However, CAMPROD is consistently 


using 94-99% of the CPU time available, causing problems 
getting enougn resources to run batch jobs on the same CPU. 
Production Division personnel are helping to find a solution 
to the batch problem. The CAMS system was in a read-only mode 
for twenty hours and unavailable to user3 for an additional 
thirty hours wh^e^jh^jjea^ocatujr^mt^redistribution was 
accomplished.
